Q. We live in Plano and we were wondering what kind of 
laws that you have concerning swimming pools? We have 
investigated and were told that a permanent fence has to be 
around the pool before any hole is dug, A. P. 
A. During construction, the pool area must be fenced with 
a temporary fence to keep small children from the pool area. 
This protection usually is furnished by the pool company. 
After the pool has been completed, a perm anent six-foot 
fence with a self-latching, self-closing gate must be con­ 
structed around the pool area. 


Q. I would like to know if tlwre is some sort of ordinance 
that requires a landowner to keep his lot cut and trash out of 
it? I’m living nextdoor to one whodoesn’t do that. T. V. 
A. Please direct your specific complaint to the fire m ar­ 
shal’s office. The due process of law- required to force 
compliance with the city's weed and trash ordinances takes 
time, so don't anticipate immediate results. 


Q. I moved into Collin County from Tarrant County and I 
would like to transfer my voting registration. How would I do 
that? W. B. 
A. You can’t transfer a voter registration from one county 
to another. Instead, when you move into a new county, you 
must re-register with the tax assessor-collector in the county 
courthouse, or at a local substation. In Plano, you can 
register at the Collin County Republican Headquarters, 1612 
Avenue K. Suite 102. Keep in mind you must be registered for 
at least 31 days prior to an election before you can vote.

Daylight Burglaries on Rise 


Inadequate Descriptions Hamper Authorities 


A series of more than 31 
burglaries in West Plano has 
apparently stymied police 
officials. 
The burglaries, which are 
usually carried out during 
daylight hours have become 
an increasing problem since 
June I, Lt. Dan Williams, 
director of the departm ent’s 
se rv ic e 
division, 
said 
Friday. 


It is almost impossible to 
recover the stolen property 
or to m ake arrests since the 
burglars leave no clues and 
the stolen items are rarely 
identifiable, he said. 


“ Very few people have the 
serial 
numbers 
for 
their 
property and some are even 
u n ab le 
to 
give 
us 
an 
a d e q u a te 
d e s c rip tio n ,” 
Williams continued. “ Also, 
we have had almost no help 
at all from citizens living 
near the homes that have 
been 
b u rg larized . 
Som e 
n eighbors can re m e m b e r 
seeing a car in the area, but 
they have been unable to 
give 
us 
an 
a c c u ra te 
description. 


“We have no extra men 
available 
to 
put 
on 
this 
problem ,” he stressed. “ We 


have the sam e number of 
m en 
an d 
equipm ent 
available to deal with an old 
problem which has grown 
steadily worse. The lack of 
manpower has also forced 
additional duties on the men 
that are available.” 


Most 
of 
the 
rep o rted 
b u rg la rie s have o cc u rre d 
while the residents were at 
work and have not been 
reported until hours after the 
offense. Williams noted. The 
reporting delay also ham 
pers police efforts to capture 
the criminals.

Cycle Ended 
Rains Elude The West 


Ike Rupard runs a small 
store in Sand Springs where 
hot and dusty ranchers, 
beaten by the long West 
Texas drought, cool off with 
a pint of milk or a soft drink 
F a rm ers 
lean on 
the 
counter 
and 
curse 
the 
weather. 
And they watch the.sky for 
rain. 
“We ain’t had no rain at all 
in Howard County. We are 
about 
12 inches behind 
normal, and normal’s only 16 
inches . . .” 
The story’s the same all 
over West Texas. 
Allan Pearson, director of 
the National Severe Storms 
Forecast Center in Kansas 
City, said the 20-year cycle 
of plentiful moisture in the 
I 'nited States apparently has 
ended and weather patterns 
indicate hot, dry weather for 
the next two years, com­ 
parable to weather in the 
droughts of the mid 1950s. 
He said, however, the 
weather won t be quite as 
shot as in the Dust Bowl days 
in the 30s. 
“ There 
are 
some 
in­ 
dications that pollution is 
causing tem peratures to 
drop somewhat,’’ Pearson 
said. “ Flood control projects 
also make a diference and in 
those days there weren’t 
nearly the number of farm 
ponds and lakes we now 
have. Those along with 
expanded irrigation hold 
t e m p e r a t u r e s 
d o w n 
slightly.’’ 
He 
said 
the 
regional 
dryness in 
Texas, 
New 
Mexico and Arizona indicate 
the cycle of plenty has en­ 
ded 
“Once weather patterns 
get set up,’’ he said, “ they 
tend to be repetitive ” 
A g r o n o m is t 
O liv e r 
Newton, at the Texas A&M 
Experimental Station north 
of Lubbock, said, “We've 
had similar circumstances 
in other years at this point of 
the season and heavy rains 
in the second half of the 
season brought us back to 
normal.” 
“ In one way this is one of 
the worst droughts since the 
turn of the century,” he said. 
“We had no moisture in the 
soil to start the year because 
last year’s crop took all the 
moisture out of the topsoil. It 
equals the dryness of any 
one year in the past two 
decades. But if the top six 
feet of the land had been 
saturated at the start of 
January, we wouldn’t be in 
the shape we’re in now.” 
Leonard Williams, of the 
state ASCS office in Austin, 
said conditions in West 
Texas are “terrible.” 
“ It’s mostly sand and it s 
blowing away,” he said. 
“ T h e r e ’s 
m o i s t u r e , 
everyday 
we 
get 
thu n­ 
derheads, but when it does 
rain 
its 
pretty 
widely 


sc a tte re d ,’’ 
said 
a 
spokesman at the Midland 
Weather Bureau. “ No one is 
getting any real relief.” 
“ It’s so dry here that even 
the weeds are drying up,” 
said 
Swisher 
County 
Agricultural 
Extension 
Agent Ken Cook 
Grain sorghum production 
is down from 220 million 
bushels to 160 million; the 
Texas Agriculture Com ­ 
mission says wheat losses 
are estimated to range from 
$50 million to $160 million; 
the Texas High Plains will 
suffer a loss of an estimated 
600,000 
bales 
of co tto n - 
worth $126 million. 
The drought also has dried 
up pastureland. 


“The grazing is very short, 
not much out on the pastures 
for livestock, a lot have had 
to resort to feeding,” said 
Bill Braden, assistant editor 
for the Texas Agricultural 
Extension Service. 
The result, he said, would 
be higher production prices 
for 
ranchers 
and 
higher 
meat prices for consumers.

The story of the Panama 
Canal began with the Treaty 
of 1903, when the U.S. was 
given “ in perpetuity the use, 
occupation, and co ntro l” 
over the Canal in exchange 
for the responsibility of 
building, maintaining, and 
protecting both the Canal 
and the Canal Zone. 
The U.S. now pays the 
Government of Panama an 
annual compensation of $2 
million, plus an allowance 
for the devaluation of the 
d o l l a r - - a n 
a d d i t i o n a l 
$200,000. We patrol and 
defend 
the 
Zone 
with 
American manpower, and 
more than 80 percent of the 
population of the Canal Zone 
are U.S. citizens. 
The cost of building the 
Panam a 
Canal 
was 
$387 
million. However, the true 
cost must include the lives 
lost in the constant battles 
against yellow fever and 
malaria that plagued the 
surveyors and builders. No 
small measure of human 
suffering and determination 
went 
into 
building 
the 
Panam a Canal. 
The U.S. bore the costs of 
building the Canal and we 
have 
maintained 
it 
e f­ 
ficiently since its beginning. 
We 
are 
com m itted 
by 
International agreements to 
operate the Canal for the 
benefit of all nations. The 
Canal’s importance to world 
trade and commerce makes 
it vital that the U.S. continue 
its role as protector of the 
Canal. 
The Canal 
is also ex­ 
tremely important to our 
economic well-being. More 
than 70 percent of the ton­ 
nage which passes through 
the Panama Canal has either 
originated in or is destined 
for the U.S. 
P a n a m a has benefited 
enormously. Because of the 
Canal, Panama has risen 
from 
a poverty-stricken 
nation 
to 
become 
the 
crossroads of world tran­ 
sportation, commerce and 
banking. 
One-third of P a n a m a ’s 
gross national product is 
attributed to the existence of 
the Canal and one-third of its 
nationwide employment is 
due to the Canal. Panama 
also ranks first in Central 
America with a per capita 
income of $739. 
P a n a m a also receives 
approximately $170 million 
per year in indirect benefits. 
In addition, the U.S. has 
given Panama an average of 
$15 to $20 million per year for 
the 
past five y ears 
in 


assistance loans. 
To relinquish control of the 
Canal 
to 
an 
unstable 
government 
such 
as 
Panama would be unwise. 
Panama has had more than 
50 presidents in the last 70 
years. With 
all 
of 
the 
political turmoil and the lack 
of skilled technicians needed 
to run the complicated lock 
system, it is doubtful that the 
Panamanian 
government 
could insure the same ex­ 
cellent management of the 
Canal that the U.S. has 
shown. 
Furtherm ore, 
Commu­ 
nism has made great in­ 
roads into Panama, as it has 
in many Latin 
American 
•countries. Many fear that a 
Communist takeover would 
be inevitable if the U.S. left 
the Zone undefended. Only a 
few years ago there were 
severe, 
Communist-inspi­ 
red, anti-American riots in 
Panama. 
The Canal is vital to U.S. 
security. We must be able to 
transfer our naval fources 
easily from ocean to ocean. 
This necessity could be 
severely hampered if the 
Canal 
were 
closed 
or 
mismanaged. 
On Feb. 7, a principles 
agreement was signed by 
Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger and Panamanian 
Foreign Minister Juan Tack. 
This agreement has set the 
stage for 
future treaty 
n e g o tia tio n s , 
including 
proposals calling for ter­ 
mination of U.S. jurisdiction 
over the Canal itself. 
I 
have 
sponsored 
legislation to prevent this 
p o te n tia lly 
d is a stro u s 
giveaway. Because of the 
great strategic importance 
to our nation, the existing 
treaty, and the more-than- 
adequate 
compensation 
funds we pay, we should not 
give up the Canal. 


The 
possibility 
of 
a 
situation 
developing 
in 
Panama such as happened in 
the 1967 closing of the Suez 
Canal is awesome when you 
think of the effect such a 
closing would have on U.S. 


and world commerce. 


We have a big investment 
at stake with regard to the 
Panama Canal. Let us weigh 
that investment carefully. 
The United States, Panama, 


and 
world 
peace 
and 
prosperity could be e n ­ 


dangered by the removal of 
American maintenance and 


defense 
of 
waterway.

Congressman Collins Defends Importance Of Area 


On Walled Cliff 
Indians Immortalized 


AD RIAN. 
Tex. 
(U P I)— 
Across the wall of the small 
cliff 
in 
a 
remote 
but 
beautiful portion of the 
Texas Panhandle is the pic­ 
torial history of the North 
American Indian. 
Drawings of buffalo hunts, 
warriors and their gods have 
survived the scavanging 
tourists 
to 
serve 
as 
a 
reminder of a time a century 
ago 
when 
Comanches 
roamed the area. 


The 
Indians 
cam e 
to 
Rocky Dell, six miles west of 
Adrian, and found the rocky 
wall ideal for making mortar 
holes where they could 
ground berries and grain. 


Dozens of these holes, some 
as deep as 18 inches, can be 
found on the south side of the 
canyon, but none have been 
located on the northern rim. 
Drawings of the hunters 
and the hunted, horses, bulls 
and godlike creatures dot the 
side of the wall. One of the 
drawings, 
a 
dragon-like 
creature, is thought to be 
similar to Quetzalcoatl, one 
of the water gods of the 
Aztecs of Mexico. 
To 
the 
right 
of 
Quet­ 
zalcoatl is a drawing of a 
hooded warrior holding two 
spears. A half moon is over 
his head and underneath is a 
buffalo. 
This 
indicates 
a 
successful hunt at night.

Language is at the very 
h eart 
of 
western 
Christianity. 
Indeed, 
it 
seems no accident that one 
of the most powerful, per­ 
suasive and poetic images in 
Christianity is that of the 
gospel of John which equates 
Jesus with “the Word.” 
Even beyond that image, 
of course, language shapes 
prayers, 
songs, 
devotions 
and even the way God is 
imagined and addressed. 
It is no surprise, then, that 
the world of liturgical and 
theological language has 
become a key concern of 
religious people attempting 
to rid churches of whay they 
consider 
to 
be 
sexist 
imagery and stereotyping. 
Many churches are in the 
process of examining and 
changing Sunday School 
m aterial 
and 
church 
publications in an effort to do 
away 
with 
stereotyped 
images of women as weak 
and passive, and necessarily 
subject to men. 
There is an 
increasing 
demand that such changes 
go beyond Sunday School 
material to worship forms, 
and even the Bible, in an 
attempt to end the almost 
subconscious 
m asculine 
domination 
of 
religious 
language. 
At the recent convention of 
the Lutheran Church in 
America, 
delegates 
a p ­ 
proved a resolution calling 
for elimination of 
“ the 
am biguities 
of 
generic 
terminology 
and 
the 
restriction to m asculine 
orientation of theological 
and liturgical language.” 
The convention called for a 
study of “the current use of 
theological, liturgical 
and 
constitutional 
language,” 
especially 
the 
use 
of 
“generic terms relating to 
God, the church and human 
beings.” 
The 3.1 million member 
LCA, which has about a 
dozen 
ordained 
women 
clergy, is not alone in the 
effort. 
The 
education 
and 
m inistry division of the 
National Council of Chur­ 
ches is forming a task force 
to study use of “sexist” 


in the revised 
version of the 
language 
standard 
Bible. 
The copyright of this 
widely used version of the 
scriptures is held by the 
NCC, a grouping of 31 
Protestant and Orthodox 
denominations in the United 
States. 
The task force would be 
asked to look at and suggest 
alternative language for 
such Bible passages as 
“Man shall not live by bread 
alone,” or “What is man that 
thou are mindful of him...” 
The project would be 
immense and could entail a 
whole new revision of the 
Bible, a very expensive 
u n d e rta k in g -as noted by 
delegates at the General 
Assembly of the United 
Presbyterian Church. 
They were presented an 
extensive report on the 
restrictive use of male 
generic terms in the liturgies 
and hymns of their worship 
book. 
Under attack were such 
fa v o rite 
P re s b y te r ia n 
hymns as “ This is My 
Father’s World” and “Faith 
of Our Fathers,” and it was 
even proposed that one of the 
Ten 
Commandments-the 
prohibition against coveting 
one’s neighbor’s wife--be 
eliminated in the worship 


service. 
When the delegates were 
told that one of the least 
expensive options open to 
them in making the changes- 
-short of an immediate end 
of publishing of the worship 
book-would cost 
$110,000, 
they decisively turned down 
the proposal. 
At 
the Lutheran 
con­ 
vention, money was not 
discussed but the delegates 
m ade some attem pts to 
familiarize themselves with 
what they will be in store for 
when liturgical changes are 
made. 


In a communion service 
led by the Rev. Elizabeth 
Platatz, first woman 
or­ 
dained by the LCA, 
the 
language in the prayer of 
thanksgiving was changed 
from “you made man in your 
image” to “you made us in 
your image.” 
In 
singing 
the 
hymn 
“ Rejoice Ye Pure In Heart,” 
the phrase “strong men and 
m aidens 
m eek” 
was 
changed to “each age its 
strength can bring...” 
Although delegates were 
given mimeographed sheets 
with the new wording, they 
demonstrated how ingrown 
the familiar language is. 
Many continued to sing the 
original words.

This chapter and the one to 
follow deals with the history 
of persons who were in­ 
strumental in establishing 
churches in America and in

THE REFORMATION 


I. Martin Luther (1485 - 
1546) 
1. Luther was the son of 
a Saxon peasant miner. He 
received 
a 
university 
education, including Latin. 
He became a Catholic monk, 
and did works of penance for 
his sins. God revealed to him 
“The just shall 
live by 
faith.” (Gal. 3:11). Luther 
visited 
Rome 
and 
was 
disturbed by the worldliness 
displayed there. Rev. 3:1-5. 
2. The Pope’s agent sold 
Indulgences in Germany. He 
was opposed by the Saxon 
ruler. Luther declared that 
the Indulgences, which were 
letters of pardon signed by 
the Pope, could not help in 
salvation for the living, nor 
release 
souls 
from 
Purgatory. The Roman Pope 
called Luther before a great 
Word Of Waco 


assembly of princes and 
church officers at Worms, 
Germany (1521). Luther 
refused 
to 
retract 
his 
statements unless shown to 
do so by the Bible. 
3. L uther’s life was 
protected by the Saxon 
prince. He translated the 
Bible into 
the German 
language. Most people of 
North and Central Germany, 
Denmark, 
Norway 
and 
Sweden 
followed 
his 
teachings. They became 
known as Lutherans. 
2. Lutheran doctrines: 
1. 
The 
Bible 
for 
everyone. 
2. Salvation by faith in 
Christ. Gal. 3:11, John 3:16. 
3. All people should be 
allowed to pray. Luke ll: 1-4. 
3. The Lutherans opposed 
Indulgences, 
purgatory, 
works of penance, celibacy, 
authority of Pope over the 
Bible. 
4. 
The 
Lutherans, 
however, did not grant full 
liberty to others. They kept 
the Trinity doctorine of three 
persons in one Godhead, 
sprinkling, 
and 
infant 
baptism. 
5. John Calvin (1509-1564). 
I. Calvin 
was 
an 
educated French lawyer. He 
was converted in 1532. He 
was driven from Paris in 
1534, 
because 
of 
his 
Protestant views. He came 
to Geneva, Switzerland, 
where he stayed the greater 


part of his life. He became 
the ruler of that city, but was 
very 
stern 
and 
harsh. 
Worldly amusements and 
luxuries were forbidden in 
Geneva. The people had to 
go to church. The slightest 
offences were punished with 
great severity. Some people 
were put to death who 
disagreed with his views. 
Calvin organized churches 
with 
local 
presbyters 
(P re sb y te ria n ). 
These 
churches observed com ­ 
munion, 
or 
the 
Lord’s 
Supper, as a memorial of 
Jesus’ sufferings and death. 
C a l v i n 
t a u g h t 
predestianation, or that God 
has determined in advance 
whether we shall be saved or 
lost. He translated the Bible 
into the French language. 
His greatest services were: 
a higher moral standard for 
Europe, 
local 
church 
government, and respect for 
the 
Bible. 
His teachings 
were accepted in Swit­ 
zerland, Holland, Scotland, 
in parts of France, England 
and Germany. 
6. Henry 8th of England. 
I. Henry the 8th of 
England wanted to divorce 
his queen, Catherine of 
Aragon, because he wished 
to have an heir to the throne. 
He wanted to marry Anne 
Boleyn. The Pope refused his 
request. King Henry then 
obtained a divorce from 
English court, and married

Catholic 
monasteries were closed; 
their wealth was taken by 
the King and his friends. 
English kings appointed all 
high officers of the church. 
7. The Protestants of 
Europe were divided mainly 
into 
three 
groups: 
the 
Lutherans, Calvinists and 
Anglicans. 
8. Menno Simons (1492- 
1559). 
Simons 
was 
a 
Dutch 
priest. He read Luther’s 
tracts, studied the New 
Testament, opposed infant 
baptism. He left the Catholic 
church in 1556. He taught a 
spiritual new birth, Jn . 3:1-8, 
and baptism for believers 
only (by pouring water on 
the head). His followers are 
called Mennonites. 
9. John Smyth (1570-1612), 
Englishman. 
1. Smyth joined the 
Separatist movement of 
people dissatisfied with the 
Church of England. He 
went to Holland in 1607 with 
other Separatists. Under 
Mennonite influence, he 
became 
a 
Baptist. 
He 
baptized himself first, then 
others. In 1612 Helwys, one 
of the group, returned to 
England and formed the first 
Baptist church there. 
2. 
Baptism 
by 
im ­ 
mersion was recognized in 
Confession of Faith by seven 
Baptist churches of London 
(1644). Matt. 3:16, Rom. 6:3- 
4, Col. 2:12. 
10. Roger Williams (1604- 
1684). 
I. He was born and 
educated 
in 
England. 
Williams 
came 
to 
Massachusetts with his wife 
in 1631. He preached in 
Salem for a time, but was 
forced to leave the colony 
because he believed in 
c o m p l e t e 
r e l i g i o u s 
toleration. He made his way 
to the wilderness in mid­ 
winter; friendly Indians fed 
and sheltered him. 
He 
started 
settlem ent 
in 
Providence, Rhode Island, in 
1636, on land the Indians 
gave him. His wife and two 
children joined him there. 
Full religious liberty was 
granted in Rhode Island. 


The church and state were 
kept separate. 
2. The first Baptist 
church in America was 
established in Providence, 
Rhode Island, 1639. Roger 
Williams and eleven others 
were baptized and united 
with the church. Williams 
rem ained in the Baptist 
church for a short time only, 
since he wished 
to be 
Independent in belief. 
11. Dutch Protestants of 
the Netherlands revolted 
against the cruel rule of 
Philip II, King of Spain. A 
long war of forty years 
followed (1568-1609). The 
Dutch held their liberty and 
rem ained 
Protestant 
in 
faith. The people of Belgium, 
who revolted for a time, 
gave up the struggle and 
remained Catholic. 
12. Spain sent huge fleet of 
ships to conquer England. 
England had helped the 
Dutch against Spain, and 
was 
ruled 
by 
Queen 
Elizabeth, 
daughter 
of 
Henry 8th and Anne Boleyn. 
English 
sea 
captains 
defeated the Spanish fleet 
(1588), and crippled the 
power of Spain. This enabled 
England to send colonists to 
America, where freedom of 
worship became established. 
13. Germany was the 
battleground of The Thirty 
Y ears’ 
War 
(1618-1648) 
between the Catholics and 
Protestants. Sweden saved 
the Protestants from defeat 
by sending an army to help 
them. At least two thirds of 
the German people perished 
in the terrible struggle; 
Protestants and Catholics 
suffered untold privations. 
Roman Catholics, Lutherans 
and Calvinists were granted 
religious 
toleration 
in 
Germany by terms of the 
treaty of peace.

DEAK POLLY — I have a big basket of leftover balls 
of yarn accumulated from years of knitting and 
crocheting. I would like to use them to make granny 
squares for afghans but need to separate the wool from 
the synthetic yarn. Can someone tell me a positive test 
to use'.' I now know that a simple reminder such as 
tying a loose knot in the ends of the wool balls would 
have saved me from being in this dilemma — MHS.

DEAK PU LLY — My Pet Peeve concerns the batteries in 
hearing aids. Why do some go dead just a few hours after we 
Start to use them'' This does not seem fair. - LO UISE. 
DEAK PO LLY — I think Mrs. S W C. has a wide choice in 
things she could do with her many pieces of imitation 
leather. A long sleeveless vest could be made and trimmed 
with a variety of colors Anything goes today Another one 
could be made for a child. Circles, squares or whatever could 
be sewed on to a pouch bag. Knee and elbow patches could 
be applied to the kids’ sweaters and jackets. A tablecloth for 
a round table could be made with some of the circles used so 
the edges look .scalloped. She has a treasure and should have 
fun. On big things sew the pieces on to a firm foundation — 
just sew around the edges on the sewing machine. — MKS. 
T.J. 
DEAK PO LLY — and Mrs. S W C. — I made a patch purse 
out of leather scraps and crocheted the pieces together and 
then lined the purse with taffeta. Crochet the pieces together 
to make a rectangle, fold up about two-thirds of the way 
from the bottom edge, right sides out, and crochet sides to­ 
gether. The single end is for the Hap. Crochet around all ex­ 
posed edges. A shoulder strap can be made by crocheting 
two thicknesses together. 
The patched pieces for such a bag also could be folded in 
half and a zipper put along the top. A clutch purse could be 
made with sides and rounded bottom. Never put straight 
pins in the pieces. They will leave holes. To make the holes 
for crocheting, stitch around with an unthreaded size 16 sew­ 
ing machine needle.

(UPI) — Howard Rice is 
setting off on a lone sailing 
trip around the world, taking 
with him a harmonica and a 
dream . 
“This is just something 
I’ve always wanted to do,” 
he said, “ Something to make 
m e a little different from 
everyone else.” 
He does not plan to set any 
records even 
though 
the 
c u rre n t fastest tim e for 
sailing 
along 
around 
the 
world in a small craft is 
almost four years. 
Instead, Rice, 20, plans to 
take it easy. 
“ I ll stop a lot along the 
w ay,” he said, citing plans to 
visit relatives in Virginia, to 
surf in Florida and to scout 
for real estate he might find 
attractive elsewhere along 
the way. 
The voyage, he reckons, 
will last 30 months. 
That comes to 1,000 miles 
every month that Rice plans 
to 
maneuver 
his 
largely 
h o m e m a d e c ra ft, K arsey 
Girl, through the waters of 
the 
Atlantic, 
Pacific 
and 
Indian Oceans. 
The voyage starts Sept. I 
in Marion. Mass. 


In 
a 
way, 
the 
voyage 
began in West Bridgewater, 
Mass., where Rice obtained 
the bare hull of his craft. 
With a little help from his 
friends and the sponsorship 
of 21 different firms, Rice 
gradually built and outfitted 
the blue and white Karsey 
Girl. 
The sponsors range from 
food suppliers who gave him 
a special diet of food to a 
company manufacturing life 
rafts equipped with radar. 
On board, in addition to the 
harmonica, Rice will carry 
only a receiver for weather 
fo recasts and a homing 
device —for use if he runs 
into trouble. He bought the 
harmonica to keep himself 
company. 
Rice, a former University 
of Detroit business student, 
plans to travel down the east 
coast of the United States, 
through the Panam a Canal, 
across the Equator to the 
Galapagos Islands, then to 
T ahiti, the Fiji Islands, 
along the top of Australia, 
across

Ocean 
along the bottom of Africa, 
across the Atlantic to the 
East Coast of South America 
and north to Florida.

streets looking for action? 
Page one of the Courier for 
July 18 carried a lead story 
on the water shortage. Our 
m ayor was quoted as saying 
“ the 
city 
c o u n c il’s 
responsibility is to protect 
the health, w elfa re and 
safety of our citizens and 
th e ir safety is now e n ­ 
d a n g e r e d .” 
Why 
is 
our 
safety endangered? Was it 
because contractors did not 
meet the June I completion 
date as charged, or was a 
g re a te r 
portion 
of 
the 
responsibility of this sam e 
m a y o r and council 
that 
co n tro l 
the 
n u m b e r 
of 
residential building permits 
issued each month? I read in 
almost every issue of this 
an n ex atio n or th a t 
new 
subdivision. Is this in the 
best interest of the current 
residents? Growth is fine, 
but does it have to come 
about 
more rapidly 
than 
services? 
On the sam e front page, 
another lead article “Theft 
A rrest 
M ad e.” 
In 
this 
aritcle, it was indicated that 
an arrest had stopped a 
p a tte rn 
of 
w est-side 
burglaries consisting of the 
stealing of meat from out­ 
door freezers and tools out of 
garages. I have no doubt that 
this is true. I can attest, 
however, that the problem is 
much deeper than that. On 
July IO between 8:30 a m. 
and noon, our home was 
b u rg larized . Stolen w ere 
priceless (to my wife and 
myself) family keepsakes, 
guns, 
c a m e ra s , 
stereo 
eq u ip m en t, 
jew elry , 
a 
grandfather clock, and 
a 
small amount of cash. My 
wife and I are not rich. 
We’ve worked all our lives 
for what we have, now a 
good part of it is gone. There 
is one consoling thought to 
this burglary: I’ve been told 
by at least three law en­ 
forcement officers that it 
was a good thing the thieves 
were keeping watch. When I 
returned home for lunch, 
they 
w ere 
ev id en ta lly 
keeping w atch and 
left 
before I cam e in the front 
door instead of the alley 
garage entry that was my 
usual practice. I was told 
that if I had surprised or 
blocked them they would 
probably have killed me. 
I’ve seen nothing in our 
local paper that this problem 
existed in Plano. I’ve seen no 
police report to warn the 
residents to keep watch for 
brazen daylight thieves, or 
attendant physical dangers. 


In garbage collection, our 
council decided on plastic

in short supply. Additionally,

I do question their priorities.

D ECATUR, 111 
(U P I) - 
When sirens wail in this 
central 
Illinois 
soybean 
capital, 
residents 
look 
nervously at one another and 
ask, “ what now'’ ’’ 
It’s not hard to understand 
their concern. 
Since late last December, 
D ecatur’s 91,000 citizens 
have been afflicted with a 
paralyzing 31-inch snowfall; 
a tornado and earthquake 
within three hours of each 
other; 
record 
rain fall; 
destructive flooding and 
then 
near drought, and 
finally, on July 19, a massive 
railroad explosion and fire 
which injured more than 120 
persons. 
“ The real problem is that 
we can’t get the city cleaned 
up after one disaster before 
the next 
one hits,” City 
Manager 
Leslie 
T. 
Allen 
said. 


Seven persons have died in 
the series of tragedies —one 
(‘ach during the tornado and 
flooding and 
five 
in 
the 
explosion. Several other per­ 
sons rem ain 
in 
critical 
condition as a result of burns 
suffered in the blast. 


“ Some people 
seem 
to 
think we’ve done something 
very wrong and that we’re 
being 
punished 
for 
it,” 
Charles 
VV 
Cherches, 
director 
of 
community 
development, said. “ Nobody 
can figure out what it might 
be that we did, though.” 


The city and surrounding 
Macon 
County 
have 
sustained millions of dollars 
in damage to government, 
business 
and 
private 
property. 
“ It gets to be a hell of a 
wear and tear on people’s 
nerves,” said Allen. “ People 
get 
to 
wondering 
what’s 
going to happen next.” 
His observation was borne 
out on the city’s tree-shaded 
downtown shopping m all 
just a few hours later. As 
three fire engines and a 
police car tore by, a half 
dozen people stopped, looked 
and said almost in chorus, 
“ What now?” 
“ There are a lot of jokes 
going around,” said Cher­ 
ches. “ A lot of sick jokes. 
Everyone’s 
trying 
to 
an­ 
ticipate the next disaster.” 
For the city, the disasters 
have brought nothing but 
headaches. 
The snowfall, for instance, 
stayed on the ground an 
unusually long time during a 
cold snap, playing havoc 
with a street improvement 
program which had swung 
into high gear only months 
earlier. 
And, as a result of one 
cleanup effort after another, 
Allen 
said, 
some 
city 
departments already have 
exhausted overtime budgets 
which were to have lasted 
through next April. 
As an index of how fast 
work has piled up, federal 


disaster clean-up money 
sent to the county after the 
tornado, arrived just in time 
to be put to use cleaning up 
from the floods. And now 
some of that money will be 
applied 
to 
help 
pick 
up 
debris left by the explosion, 
Cherches said. 
The only silver lining Allen 
can see is that the disasters 
have rendered unnecessary 
an 
“ emergency 
prepared­ 
ness exercise” the city was 
planning for March 
“ There’s joking talk now,” 
he said, “ that instead of 
holding a training exercise 
for ourselves, we ought to go 
into the consulting business 
and teach other cities how to 
cope with disasters.”

A child must be five years old on or before Sept. I to 
attend kindergarten. 
A child who becomes six between Sept. I and Dec. 31 
may enroll in the first grade on a tuition basis if private 
psychological testing indicates he is capable of doing 
first grade work. 
Kindergarteners and first graders who were not five 
and six, respectively, by Sept. I and who move to Plano 
during the school year may enroll in their respective 
grades on a tuition basis if they have attended a public 
school for at least six weeks with acceptable progress. 
A birth certificate must be presented as definite 
evidence of the child’s age for children entering kin­ 
dergarten or first grade.

The Plano Independent 
School District is a rapidly 
growing system that will 
operate ll elementary and 
four secondary schools in 
1974-75. Enrollment is ex­ 
pected to reach almost 21,000 
in 1981 with 17 elementary 
and seven secondary schools 
projected to be in operation. 
B ecause of the rapid 
growth of the district, a 
large number of new staff 
members join the district 
each year. Plano is able to 
find 
and 
keep 
highly 
qualified personnel because 
of its reputation as a fine 
system, its location in the 
D allas m etropolitan area 
and its competitive salary 
schedule. 
For teachers, the district 
pays $550 and a half month’s 
salary 
above the 
state 
minimum. This means that 
a beginning teacher for 
19974-75 would earn $7,480 
with a Bachelor’s Degree 
and $8,110 with a M aster’s. 
T eachers also augm ent 
their salaries by earning 
college credits. The district 
asks teachers to earn three 
hours of college credit every 
four years and pays a per­ 
manent salary increase of 
$15 for each of those hours.

Student Health Considered 


Parents Should Insure Pre-School Check

Parents of students new to 
Plano 
Independent 
School District should begin 
to insure that their children

r e g u l a t i o n s 
stipulate that each student in 
grades K-5 must be im­

measles. Older students are 
only required to have had 
polio, diphtheria and tetanus 


boosters 
after 
having 
completed the regular im­ 
munization series. 


“ This m eans that for 
students in kindergarten 
through the fifth grade that 
they must have had a series 
of three doses of vaccine for 
polio, tetanus and diphtheria 
and that the last dose must 
have been adm inistered 
after the student was four 
years old,” Mrs. Lyle said. 
“ Those same children need 
to have had one dose of 
G erm an m easles vaccine 
Man Conducts 


and either one dose of Red 
m easles vaccine or the 
illness through the age of 12 
to meet the requirements,” 
she continued. 
For students 13 years and 
older, no immunization is 
required for either Red or 
German measles. Students 
in grades 6-12 must have had 
a 
series 
of 
three 
im ­ 
munizations or boosters for 
diphtheria 
and 
tetanus 
within the last IO years and a 
polio booster since the age of 
four, Mrs. Lyle said. 
“ If the number of doses 
required 
have 
been 
received, but the last dose 
was before the time stated, 
then an additional dose of 


polio, diphtheria tetanus 
vaccine is required,” she 
explained.

Historian Refutes 
Female Fame

LARAMIE. Wyo. (UPI) — 
The “mother of wom an’s 
suffrage’’ was a man, says a 
U niversity 
of 
Wyoming 
historian (male). 
He calls 
“essentially 
a 
m yth” the 1920 booklet by 
an o th er 
UW 
historian 
(female) that credits Esther 
Hobart Morris as inspiring 
the first 
suffrage act 
in 
America, passed by Wyo­ 
m in g ’s 
first 
te rrito ria l 
legislature in 1869. 
“The idea that a m an 
could do this kind of thing 
didn’t seem sensible to her, 
so she looked around to find 
out who did it,” professor T. 
A. Larson said. “If you had 
to find somebody to pin the 
credit on, it would have to be 
Mrs. Morris. She was the 
only woman who had any 
public record.” 
L arson 
said 
fo rm er- 
Virginian William H. Bright 
is the “central neglected 
fig u re ” in the story of 
w o m a n ’s 
suffrage 
in 
Wyoming. Bright was the 
legislator 
who 
introduced 
the measure. 
“A letter I’ve uncovered 
here says Mrs. Morris didn't 
even meet William Bright 
until 
after 
the 
bill 
was 
passed,” Larson said in an 
in terv iew . “ She probably 
had nothing to do with it, 
judging by this letter. I do 
say sh e’s a fine woman, but 
it’s just a little unfortunate 
that she's given credit for 
things she never did.” 
M rs. 
Morris 
w as 
W yom ing's 
first 
fem ale 
justice of the peace, serving 
in South Pass City. Larson 
gives her credit for courage 
for 
accepting 
the 
a p ­ 


pointm ent, but sa id she 
served only eight and a half 
months and handled only 26 
minor cases. 
Not only 
does 
Larson 
dispute 
M rs. 
M o rris’s 
reputation for promoting the 
first 
legislation 
giving 
woman the right to vote, but 
he says statues honoring her 
deliberately were carved to 
be flattering. 
“When the bill passed, she 
was over 50, weighed 180 
pounds and had a rough 
face," he said. “They hired a 
sculptor in Utah who wanted 
to make her look pretty so he 
streamlined her." 
Larson said Mrs. Morris’ 
suffragette fame was largely 
the work of Grace Raymond 
H ebard, 
a 
fo rm er 
UW 
history 
te ac h er 
and 
librarian. She called Mrs. 
M orris 
the 
“ m o th er 
of 
woman’s suffrage,” and in 
1920 published a pamphlet 
entitled “ How Woman’s Suf­ 
frage Came to Wyoming.” 
The booklet was read in 
Wyoming schools and shifted 
the spotlight from Bright, 
who left the territory in the 
1870s. 
Mrs. Morris was named in 
1955 as W yom ing’s o u t­ 
standing deceased 
citizen 
and bronze casts of her were 
placed in Washington and in 
front of the state Capitol in 
Cheyenne.

Age 21 
Dental Care Essential 


N inety 
percent 
of 
all 
children need some sort of 
dental treatment before they 
are 21 years old, according 
to Texas dentists. 
That high percentage calls 
for 
stepped-up preventive 
care, beginning even before 
a child starts to school. 
Dr. 
Jam es W. Gossett, 
c h a irm a n 
of 
the 
T exas 
Council on Dental Health of 
the 
Texas 
D ental 
Association, says there are 
two ways to help reduce 
decay, and both should be 
instilled as habits between 
ages 2 - IO. 
One is cleaning the teeth 
completely -- removing the 
decay-producing 
“plaque ” 
that clings to teeth trom 
foods. 
The second is to keep to a 
minimum the frequency of 
e a t i n g 
s w e e t s . 
( “ F r e q u e n c y , ’ ’ 
n o t 
“ quantity,” is the key word 
here.) 
“ S w eets” 
a re 
any 
products which are labeled 
“carbohydrate,” 
“honey,” 
“ m o l a s s e s , ” 
“ s y r u p , ” 
“ g lu c o se ,” 
“ d e x tro s e ,” 
“ sucrose,” “lactose,” and 
“ fructose”’ 
The ea rliest p rev e n tiv e 
c a re 
really 
begins 
in 
pregnancy, Dr. Gossett said. 
A child’s teeth begin forming 
about the fourth m onth, 
making proper nutrition a 
must for pregnant mothers 
who want their children to 
have healthy teeth. 
Proper nutrition 
is 
im ­ 


p o r t a n t 
t h r o u g h o u t 
childhood because enamel 
formation 
continues 
from 
the womb until the child is 
about 12. The third molars 
o rd in arily erupt between 
ages 17 - 35. 
When the first tooth ap­ 
pears, 
uaually 
when 
the 
child is about six months old, 
p aren ts 
should 
guard 
against 
the possibility of 
“ nursing bottle syndrome.” 
Dr. Elihu N. Savad, dentist 
with the Army Dental Corps 
at Fort Hood, said parents 
who put their babies to bed 
at night with a bottle in­ 
crease the chance for tooth 
decay. 
Decreased 
salivation 
at 
night plus mouth breathing 
tends to dry 
the mouth, 
leaving a deposit of plaque 
from milk sugar or fruit 
juice. (A pacifier dipped in 
honey will cause the same 
problem .) 
“ If a baby must have a 
bottle in order to sleep,” Dr. 
Savad said, “ then ordinary 
tap water should be used.” 
By the time the child is 24 - 
28 months old, he should 
have all 20 of his “baby” or 
deciduous teeth. That’s the 
time to introduce him to a 
toothbrush. 
“ Even though the child 
probably will not clean his 
teeth effectively at that age, 
he can learn to en joy it-and 
children love to mimic their 
parents,” Dr. Gossett said. 
Teaching a child to brush 
his teeth properly may best 


be accomplished when the 
child approaches school age, 
when he is old enough to 
understand the importance 
of clean teeth. 
“ Brushing with stannous- 
flouride toothpastes and 
flouride in the water supply 
are other good preventive 
m easures,” he said. 
The first visit to a dentist 
should be made when the 
child is about three years 
old. Early examination has 
two advantages, Dr. Gossett 
said. 
One, 
any 
serio u s 
m a lfo rm a tio n , 
unlikely 
though it may be. can be 
caught and treated early. 
Two, the unlikelihood of 
cavities makes the first visit 
to the dentist a pleasurable 
experience, and the child 
will not instinctively fear the 
dentist later on. 
Treating decayed “ baby” 
teeth 
is im p o rta n t, 
Dr. 
Gossett continued. Not only 
may they be painful to the 
child, but also they may 
affect the alignment of the 
p erm an en t teeth grow ing 
underneath. 
Between 
visits 
to 
the 
d en tist, 
p are n ts 
should 
examine the child’s teeth at 
home, says Dr. A. Norman 
Cranin in “ Modern Family 
Guide to Dental Health."

Reaching 
for ear plugs is wrong. 
Advice to Parents 
As a guide to parents, Dr. 
William Fowler, professor of 
music at the University of 
Utah 
and 
a 
m em ber 
of 
AMC’s educational advisory 
board, offers the following 
do’s and don’ts. 
—DON’T ... dictate the 
choice of instrument. “ Banjo 
players can’t become great 
artists. Whoever heard of a 
famous tuba player?” are 
statements that don’t wash 
with the young and eager. 
—DO ... allow your son or 
daughter to select the instru­ 
m ent 
to 
be 
learn ed . 
Remember, your child is the 
one who will be studying the 
instrument. It must be one 
that he wants to learn and 
the one he will want to spend 
time practicing on. 
—DON’T ... use practice 
as punishm ent. 
“ Y ou’ve 
been a bad boy (girl), so 
m a rc h 
right 
down 
and 
practice for an hour.” 
Don’t Compare 
—DO 
... 
encourage the 
child 
to 
p ra c tic e 
a 
reasonable length of time 
each 
day. 
Perhaps 
your 
child can accomplish more 
with two 15 minute sessions 
daily than one half hour or 
one hour at a time. 
—DON’T ... compare him 
unfavorably (especially with 
a sibling). “Susie could play 
that piece perfectly when 
she was only six years old. 
And 
you ca n ’t 
even 
get 
through it going on IO.” 
—DO...try to find ways to 
compliment the child on his 
growing abilities 
to 
play 
well. 
Encouragement 
will 
make the child mor eager to 


p erfect his abilities and 
please you. 
—DON’T ... Pooh-pooh his 
creative efforts. “ What is all 
that doodling around? Stick 
to the music your teacher 
gave you.” 
Buy or Rent 
—DO ... allow your child to 
enjoy making his own music 
by improvising. While his 
lessons may be necessary to 
learn the basics, he’ll ac ­ 
complish 
greater 
musical 
growth by injecting his own 
feelings in the music he 
plays. 
—DON’T ... furnish him 
with a bad instrument. “This 
horn is good enough to learn 
on. After you’ve shown your 
father and I that you deserve 
a better one we’ll consider 
it.” 
—DO ... buy or rent a good 
instrument, even if it is an 
inexpensive one. Good in­ 
struments help the beginner 
develop an ear for music and 
recognize “sour notes.” 
—DON’T ... discredit the 
kind of music he likes. “ You 
know your father doesn't 
approve of the 
Nashville 
sound. Go play the Segovia 
scales.” 
Learn His Way 
—DO ... allow him free 
choice in the music he wants 
to 
play. 
Many 
educators 
believe that children benefit 
from all types of music that 
is well written. Youngsters 
norm ally 
ad v an ce 
from 
contemporary to classical 
selections on their own when 
they develop abilities and 
seek greater challenge in the 
music they play. 
—DON’T 
... 
insist 
he 
“Keep your eyes on 
the 
music all the time. Other­ 
wise you’ll never learn to 
read.” 
DO ... let him learn the 
music the way that is most 
co m fo rtab le 
for 
him , 
whether by sightreading or 
by rote. 
—DON’T ... force him to 
practice every day for long 
p e r i o d s . 
“ B e e t h o v e n 
practiced six hours a day. 
All we’re asking you to do is 
four.” 


Show Approval 
— DO ... discuss with your 
child how he would like to 
practice. He may want to 
spend several hours each 
day with his instrument, or 


p erh ap s 
break 
p ractice 
sessions into several shorter 
periods each day. 


—DON'T ... equate your 
esteem with his accomplish­ 
m ents. “ Ju st think how 
much Daddy and I will love 
you 
when 
you 
play 
the 
Minute 
W altz’ 
in 
59 
seconds.” 


—DO ... reinforce his 
a c c o m pl i sh m e n t s 
by 
showing approval of what he 
does. A youngster’s interest 
in and love for music should 
be an end in itself. 


—DON’T ... put him on 
display. “ Now be a good boy 
and play your pieces for all 
these nice people.”
